QUITE AN IMPORTANT ONE. 


That of the Sautcr Mercantile Co., of 
Boonvlile, Is Passed On By 
the Supreme Court. 


A qu estion of more than ordinary 
imp ortance concerning the corp oration 
laws of Missou ri was determined by 
the state su p reme cou rt in its denial 
of the alternativ e writ of mandamu s, 
ap p lied for by John H. Cosgrov e, of 
Boonv ille, to 
comp el 
Secretary of 
State Swanger to issu e articles of in­ 
corp oration to the Sau ter Mercantile 
comp any of Boonv ille. 
The articles of association filed in 
the office of the secretary of state dis­ 
closed the fact that the comp any ’s 
cap ital stock was p aid for in merchan­ 
dise and real estate, and 
Secretary 
Swanger refu sed to Issu e a certificate 
of incorp oration, holding that su ch a 
su bstitu tion might be made after the 
charter had been issu ed, bu t that the 
articles as p resented to the office of 
the secretary of state, u p on which the 
charter is issu ed, mu st show that the 
cap ital stock was p aid for “in lawfu l 
money of the United States.”

su stained

Swranger in this ru ling.

Has Been Seeing ‘‘Things” On 
the Pacific Coast. 


HOTEL CLERK GIFFEY’S TRIP 


He Describes a Battle With a Shark 
That He Witnessed Near 
Seattle, Wash. 


Eu gene M. Giffey , a former clerk at 
Hotel Hu ckins 
here, 
bu t now of 
Kansas City , has been “seein’ things,” 
ju dging by the following from today ’s 
Kansas City Times: 
E. M. Giffey , clerk at the Blossom 
hou se, w^ho has been on the Pacific 
coast for sev eral weeks, tells of an 
interesting ex p erience with a big mu d 
shark. The fish swam u p in the shal­ 
low waters not far from a p ier and 
w'orkmen noticed it. 
It lay and wral- 
lowed, indifferent to its su rrou ndings. 
Twelv e men climbed into a boat, tak­ 
ing with them a heav y iron sp ear re­ 
sembling a harp oon, and a p iece of 
iron gas p ip e and rowed to w’here the 
shark was ly ing. 
“It w’asn’t frightened by the ap ­ 
p roach of the boat,” Mr. Giffey said. 
“It rolled easily ou t of the w’ay , and 
the boatmen follow^ed it. 
It was not 
long before one of the men, standing 
in the stern of the boat, steadied him­ 
self and hu rled the sp ear. It cru shed 
throu gh the sku ll of the shark and its 
tip was embedded iu the sand. 
The 
shark sp rang clear of the water and a 
battle began. 
“At ev ery 
op p ortu nity 
the boat­ 
men swu ng the iron p ip e against its 
head. 
It beat 
and 
bu tchered the 
shark. The water became mu rky and 
a tinge of red here and there showed 
that the shark was bleeding. 
Blow 
after blow 
was 
stru ck on the big 
fish’s head. When it was finally drag­ 
ged to the p ier and ou t of the water 
It was fou nd to weigh more than 600 
p ou nds and was 11 feet in length.

The race track gambler 
injures his own fortune only , but the 
grain gambler makes it harder for the 
poor to provide for their families

the government. 
But it must be re- 
membered, too, that under the pres­

and it is expected in time to disappear 
entirely . 
Tripp was shot accidentally while 
camping with friends. Eminent phy si­ 
cians of the state attended him, but

though they said he might live for 
y ears as an invalid. 
Hearing that a 
Philadelphia woman 
who 
had been 
shot in the same way had been cured 
by the spinal operation, Tripp insist­ 
ed on coming here to undergo it.

An ocean steam ship carryin g n ear­ 
ly 110,000,000 in gold Is ad vertised to 
sail this week from New York to Eu­ 
ropean ports. 
A few weeks ago an ­ 
other steam ship carried $7,000,000 In 
gold to Europe, an d heavy shipm en ts 
of gold from Europe to Am erica or 
from A m erica to Europe are of com­ 
mon occurren ce. 
Man y a vessel sail­ 
in g from A laska to San Fran cisco car­ 
ries m ore of the precious m etals than 
d id the fam ous galleon s of Spain in 
the eighteen th cen tury. 
The vessel to sail this week with 
gold as ballast will carry three tim es 
as much bullion an d coin as was car­ 
ried by the whole fleet of Span ish 
treasure ships captured by the British 
in 1804. 
This on e m od ern \essel car­ 
ries ten tim es as much gold to Europe 
as was carried by an y treasure ship 
th at sailed the Span ish m ain in the 
tim e of the old buccan eers. 
In the seven teen th an d eighteen th 
cen turies the treasure 
ships sailin g 
from Mexico an d South America an d 
from the In d ies w ere objects of in ter­ 
est to n ation s at w ar an d to buccan - 
n eers an d jiirates.

N othin g afford s a sharper con trast 
between the con d ition s of a hun d red 
or two hun d red years ago an d n ow 
than the sailin g of the mod ern treas­ 
ure ships from Am erican ports.

is published to the world .
